The meeting closed with an observation by DAVIS

At a meeting on May 6, 1958, at the CP national 
office, according to T-2, which Was attended by several

said that due consideration must be given to the 
experiences of the Socialist world regarding ^ the non-- 
Socialist countries. He observed that all kinds of 
concepts of Socialism are arising in public discussion.

The full NEC meeting/on May 9, 1958,

National Committee Meeting

ELIZABETH GURLEY PLYNN reported that the 
committee considering removal to Chicago had agreed 
unanimously to 'postponement Qf any move for six 
months primarily for financial reasons, PLYNN saying 
that the CP is as poop as a church mouse. Removal 
of "The Worker 11 to Chicago was estimated to cost 
$6,000 and this would not include the cost of 
moving the staff and leadership together with their

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SAM KUSHNER ^blared his agreement as well 
as his conviction of the correctness of the decision 
of the 16th National Convention to move.

EUGENE DENNIS in his address accused TITO of an 
anti-Soviet campaign and activity to the advantage 
of imperialism. He asserted IMRE NAGY was executed 
not for his beliefs, but for participation in a foreign 
inspired insurrection. He said Communists must 
fight the Neo-Revisionisui of Yugoslavia and its 
American backers {H] 

DENNIS asserted the United States economic 
situation is catastrophic and contrasted this \_v/ 
depression with increased prosperity in Socialist countriesU^ !U) 

Referring to the peace movements, DENNIS 
said that one demands a halt of nuclear testing 
and a ban on nuclear war* He urged that everything 
be done to expand activity aloftg' this' line and 
this should be done by the organized peacetmovement 
to permit East-West negotiations and tradej£^j |U) 

ROBERT THOMPSON, reporting on the Party 
situation, predicted an era pitting labor against 
monopoly and he said labor will become more 
prominent in politics with the emerging^of a new 
political party with labor dominant X^C mi 
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.Speaking of revisionism in the CP, THOMPSON' 
mentioned as ^xamplSs: the ideas th^t Marxism is out- 
dated, that the GP has become an obstacle to Socialism, 
that governments in Socialist countries are not 
Socialist and that the USSR and other Socialist 
nations 'fca&istl-on- wrong thiiags at wrong tines and are 
the cause of world tension* THOMPSON said the National 
Committee must have confidence in the idea, that the 
CP should, re-establish itself in the labor movement . 
and the acceptance of its role must be a prerequisite 
to holding a leadership position. He .asserted that 
the internal situation of the CP is good and he 
claimed that the CP had met the attack of JOHN GATES 
with only minor losses. However, when the revisionism 
of GATES was advanced^ there developed a. dogmatic 
ultra-Left and he said there was need tp fight 
this growth ideologically and politically.

CP, At this meeting JAMES ALLEN made comments on' 
memoranda that ALEXANDER BITTELMAN had prepared. He 
criticized BITTELMAN for befuddling the issues 
instead Pf clarifying them. He said they were not 
relieved of the responsibility of examining .those ■ 
comments * He observed that BITTELMAN tended to look 
upon peaceful cd-rexistence as a guaranteed basis 
instead of seeing it as a means of deliverance from 
the basic forces in the world situation. ALLEN, said 
that American capitalism will seek to offset 
Socialist gains and victories in the competition with 
Socialism and will use the extension of the welfare 
state as one of the means. He said BITTELMAN ' s 
thesis concerning the welfare state had not been 
rejected without serious theoretical arguments. 
ALLEN described the welfare state as a monopoly 
capitalist state£j&^ ;-(U) 

At the meeting of the Program Committee on 
June 17, 1958, also at the CP national office, 
JAMES ALLEN, was the - principal speaker and he said 
that the first step to be taken wa,s for the committee 
to see whether it agreed on the area of the program. 
ALLEN, said that the major part of their program 
would have to be devoted to an anti-monopoly coalition 
government . He- then noted that the work done 
so far had produced questionsin practically every one 
of the divisions which he had mentioned at an 
earlier occasion. He said that the study was not 
yet complete, but that some of the topics included 
would probably cover juvenile delinquency, education, 
the arts-,, sciences, labor and its allies.,' the

"Build and Strengthen the Party" 
By WILLIAM Z. POSTER, ^ 

on July 1, 1958, provided) a copy of 
a mimeographed letter written by WILLIAM zT FOSTER/ 
dated May 26, 1958, addressed to the CP National 
Committee. 

In ah introduction to this letter, FOSTER 
remarked that since his stroke of October, 1957, 
he has been able to do littl§ Party work and although 
still incapacitated, he has made considerable 
recovery with more in prospect. He thought it 
fitting that he should make some comment" on the 
work of the CP. 
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He vjrote that the CP had made considerable 
progress in overcoming' its internal crisis. He ■ 
•saw .three developments creating a situation favorably 
to the growth of Socialism and. the CP in particular. 
First there has been an advance in the Socialist 
cause almost everywhere and secondly there .has been 
a general crisis of capitalism. The third factor 
he saw as the survey made by the .Communist movement 
at the time of the 40th Anniversary, of the Russian 
Revolution., this survey being made by the resolution's,, 
one signed by '64 Communist Parties and the other by 
the 12 parties in the Socialist countries. He saw 
these resolutions as among .the most important of 
the communist movement/ comprising an exposition of 
Marxism-Leninism under present conditions. 

As to the internal situation of the Party 
FOSTER, said that the moves Of the National Committee 
in recent months to unify the party were important 
and the reshaping of party line and leadership was 
a move in the. right direction. 

FOSTER noted that the main line of the 16 th 
National convention was correct, but it was possible 
"for" the right wing to insert into Party documents ^at 
the time of the convention, and- later, . some revisionist 
ideas. It is perfectly correct, FOSTER said, to defend, 
the basic line of 'the convention, but they must not 
prevent eliminating revisionist mistakes from that 
line or where they may have carried left sectarian 
formulation > 

He saw as important the proletarian 
internationalism and' the need of disposing of the 
tendency to underestimate the international aspects 
of the movement. While it is necessary to have 
a good national program, it is necessary to have 
a correct and militant international program as 

Well. They must realise > he asserted, that they 

are part of. the great Communist movement establishing. 
Socialism throughout ' the world. 
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Finally; FOSTER denied his letter is an 
-attempt to furnish a new line, rather it is a 
strengthening of the line of the convention. Its 
aim, he said, is to develop the CP into a militant 
Marxist-Leninist party, international in spirit* 
basing its program on the concrete American 
situation.

According to the fetter pf ROBERT THOMPSON 
dated April l4„ 1958, on the state of the CP., a copy of 
which was furnished by T-30, THOMPSON noted that he was 
writing the letter in order to call attention to certain 
matters in order that any disruption of the work of the 
CP national office that might be caused by his leaving 
would be minimized. THOMPSON noted that since the last 
meeting of the National Committee the national office 
had sought to direct attention to two .main areas, one of 
which he identified as the registration of the membership 
It was said that a part of this is the reconstruction in 
many places of a branch and section structure. Of equal 
importance THOMPSON said was the development of a 
concept of sustained eff prt through the year tq read} the 
iarge number of persons' who for one reason or another had 
been lost or dropped in the preceding six or seven years {X

At the 
conclusion of the meeting DENNIS spoke on the need for 
reregistration of CP members and cited the experiences 
of LOUIS WEINSTOCK. fie related that WEINSTOCK had- 
undertaken to visit personally and help reregister 
painters whom he had known over a period of many years. 
This resulted in the reregistration of forty members,. 
WEINSTOCK had said that those reregistered had not been 
those who had left the CP in the past year but who had 
become disassociated from the; party mostly in 19J51 , 1952 
and 1953 as well as since. %ey had become disassociated 
not through action on their part but because of other 
things during the period of 1950 and 1951 when people 
were lost to the party. Many of theme/ considered that 
they had never been away from the party /£^T ijj) 

P&Wh May 24 and 25, 1958, T-31 reported] concerning 
a MiawestrRegional CP Conference held in Chicago on the 
same dates. EUGENE DENNIS at this conference proposed, 
in connection with rebuilding the CP, that the registration 
period be extended in order to' increase" the size of the 
CP, that a national program for recruiting party members • 
be organized with a drive to run from Labor pay to

"The Worker" of May 4, 1958, on page 4, column 4, 
set out an interview in question and answer form with 
ROBERT THOMPSON, The interrogator' was- hot identified. 

THOMPSON was asked to identify the chief 
obstacle to be overcome in the ' situation in 

which the CP had become obsessed with its internal 
problems. He described this obstacle as something 
amounting to an antirparty conspiracy, this being charged 
to certain elements who had recently left the party, 
particularly those around JOHN GATES, ' those persons 
working with others still in the CP. Their objective, 
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said THOMPSON, is to foster a paralysis in the partf^" """" 
Ultimately to achieve its destruction to cloar the way 
for their new pseudo-Marxist movement and publication. 

THOMPSON cited as an example the resignation of 
the 26 California CP leaders and members, among these 
being some who had been sitting on the side lines, 
refusing assignments while berating the CP leadership.. 
They have, he said, stated their intention of opposing 
the CP through an organized group outside its ranks. 
Equally destructive are the activities and sabotage of 
party policy of Ultxa Left groupings with centers in 
Chicago and New York. These- groups, he said, maintain 
their own organization and finances and circulate factional 
literature outside party channels. THOMPSON. was asked 
whether he was lumping together the extreme right and left 
inside and outside the CP and further' whether these 
groups did hot represent opposite sides of the political 
compass. 

THOMPSON replied that he was lumping them 
together in certain respects, one important respect 
being the area of working accord between the extremes. 
He complained that both seek to exploit weaknesses and 
mistakes and to block the unfolding mass work. Both defy 
the principle of democratic centralism. Of course, he 
said, the basic source of the anti-party currents is 
different. The revisionist or right tendency arises out 
of pressure which the ruling class is able to exert. The 
left tendency is largely the expression of frustration and 
desperation in the face of ruling class pressure. Many 
who are influenced by these .groups, left and right, are 
largely victims of a lack of clear party policy on many 
questions of the several years. As to the long term 
perspective of the CP, THOMPSON said that he had no 
doubt or skepticism and now is the time when socialism is 
seizing the initiative^ on a world scale. He claimed the 
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CP has a contribution to make at this time and the CP knows 
its task. It is not a debating society or a "holding 
operation" until something better comes along* He 
declared his confidence that- the CP' is on the road to 
rebuilding and the re-establishment of the mass base; 

T-i,has reported on May 7* 1958,. that JAMES E. 
JACKSON had related a discussion among the CP membership 
on the subject of the internal situation of the party. 
This discussion resulted in a decision to publish the 
interview of THOMPSON in "The Worker" in order to take the 
lead in the struggle against both the right and Ultra 
Left factions . There was a feeling that if these 
factions were not fought openly they could take 
Over party membership. JACKSON described the Ultra Left 
group in Chicago as "very nasty" as well as numerically 
strong. 'The national leadership has no "in" there nor 
in California, nor among the New York State leadership. 
The significance of this is that the national leadership 
has no base in the three largest CP districts. A base 
must be established, according to JACKSON, or the 
opposition must be destroyedL^T ...pj 

T-33 and T-34 have reported that on May 6, 1958, 
there was a meeting of the. South Side Section of the CP 
in Chicago, Illinois. CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT. and SAM KUSHNEH 
were present as officials of the Illinois district. By 
vote it was decided to hold section elections but 
contrary to the demands of the district leadership those 
members of the section supporting the viewpoint of 
LIGHTFOOT and KUSHNER walked out. The remaining members 
described by the informants as of the Ultra Left 
faction elected their own candidate. LIGHTFOOT stated 
thatssy such election was not valid and had spoken of the 
Ultra Left faction,. leaders as if they were no longer 
members of the CP./^T ^ 
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T-2 has reported that a meeting of the full 
NEC was held at the CP national office on May 9-10, 
1958, and at the opening of this meeting HY LUMER 
announced that there was a delegation from Chicago with 
the desire to raise certain arguments with the national 
leadership, LUMER suggested the advisability of. not 
rejecting the request qutright, EUGENE DENNIS' remarked

T-2 reported that the NSC decided that there 
would be no discussion of the matter and ELLIS was 
informed that she was correct in understanding that she

T-10 has reported on JYiay 14, 1953, EUGENE 
DENNIS, had informed CLAUPE LIGHTPOOT that two individuals 
had come to the NEC meeting anci had demanded to report to 
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the NEC'. ^NNI& stated that they had *t6t known anything 
;df the matter until the opening of the meeting and in 
executive session" the consensus of opinion was that there 
was no political* constitutional or other right to be 
there and that the committee was not to be recognized as. 
such but there was a' problem because- of the group they 
were representing. It was decided/ therefore* that the 
representatives woul<i be given twenty minutes and no 
•opinion would be expressed. There was a feeling, DENNIS 
explained , that if this was not done the fact that the 
NEC would nqt hear the representative? would become a j •

On May lS 9 1958, T-16 -advised that ROBERT 
THOMPSON had' Tafchat day stated with respect to defections 
from' the CP "the worst is over 1 ' and that there has been 
some recruitment of members with some peQple moving 
closer to. the party. THOMPSON had also said that the 
Ultra Left : harasses the CP in different ways in different 
parts of the country. BENJAMIN j. DAVIS of New York is 
accused of being too conciliatory toward the right. and 
too bureaucratic and bourgeois in that he lacks a 
working class background. In Chicago there is an 
attempt to capture the Negro section. On the West Coast ^ 
DOROTHY HEALEY is attacked as a dangerous right winger £fe^-{U] 

At the Eastern Seaboard Conference of May 17-18, 
1958, T-2 reported that EUGENE DENNIS' spoke on the 
subject of consolidation of the party. DENNIS pointed out 
that following the last meeting of the National Committee 
the CP was faced with a number of resignations, which were 
harmful and hindered the partes mass worjk. He said he 
regarded these resignations as a clear violation of the 
party 1 s constitution giving every party member the right 
to dissent but he pointed put that ail must abide by the 
majority decision. DENNIS rioted that following that 
National Committee meeting 26 had resigned ip California

DENNIS went on to say that in California, 
Chicago and New York there is factionalism challenging 
the CP. itoe.gltra Left, he said, chose to repudiate the 
program of work following the National Committee meeting 
in February,, These resignations arid factional disputes 
were' said to be harmful to the party but did not represent, 
the whole picture of the CP. He went on to say that in 
the fight for peace many CP members are doing notable work 
and that the NEC at long last is coming to grips with the 
problem of the Jewish and Negro question. DENNIS claimed 
that he would be the last to minimise the losses and the 
unsettled problems but neither would he exaggerate their 
limited achievement. He declared that the CP is moving 
forward and solving some of its own problems. At the

He expressed disagreement with the interview of ROBERT 
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THOMPSON appearing in the May 4, 1958, issue of "The 
Worker 11 and said .THOMPSON had used " sledge hammer tactics 11 
to quiet dissent.

I. CPUSA CHANGING. POSITION ON. THE 12 PARTY DECLARATION 



It has been previously reported that the January, 
195'8, issue' of "Political Affairs" carried an article entitled: 
"Statement on the Declaration of the 12 Communist Parties" by 
the CPUSA „ In essence , this statement said that the American 
CP would not 'repeat its past mistakes in accepting uncritically 
the views of other parties regarding CPUSA problems* It said, 
that the 12 Party Declaration passed judgment on many questions 
of theory and policy which have to be studied further. 

The June, 1958, issue of "Political Affairs" contained 
a statement by 'the National Executive Committee 3 CPUSA, 
entitled" "On The Peace Manifesto and the 12 Party Declaration . 
in this document, the NEC hailed the proposals of the Peace 
Manifesto, which it found were in agreement with the decisions 
of the 16th National CP Convention, and said it would strive 
to make the Peace Manifesto known to the American people as its 
contribution to ending .misunderstanding and furthering 
cooperation between East and West. 

The statement went on to say that the CPUSA welcomed 
the 12 Party Declaration and said that the unity of these 12 
Parties, which govern their respective countries, as demonstrated 
in the declaration serves to emphasize "that the internationally ' 
valid., basic lessons of working class history and experience 
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•which constitute tfe teaching of .Marxism-Lerdnisra arenpt negated .by the 
respective national features and course of development of 
each nation." The Declaration carries forward and develops 
further the accomplishments of the 20 th Congress of the Soviet 
Union and thus, is a major new contribution to the advance 
of Marxist -Leninist theory. It re -emphasizes the imperative 
need for all to adhere to the scientific method and principles 
of - Marxism.-Lenihism which continue to be verified by world 
experience. The leclaration reaffirms the Communist and 
Workers Parties' adherence to the principles of proletarian, 
internationalism as a means to peace. 

The CEUSA's statement went on to say that at its 
16th National Convention, after critical self-examination, 
the CPUSA. took steps to break with sectarian and dogmatic 
habits which prevented it from providing the leadership 
necessary for social progress, and it also waged a determined 
struggle against revisionism, which it described as the 
abandonment of its ideological moorings which are rooted 
in the' struggles and experience of the working class- in 
this country and all lands. 

It said that in preparing a Party prcgram, the CPUSA. 
will find vitally important the lessons learned from the 
experience of the International Qommunist and working class 
movement. The National Committee- of the CPUSA calls for a 
thorough .study of the 12 Party Declaration and popularization 
of the achievements of the Socialist countries. 

II. CPUSA ' s PROPOSED "PARTY PROGRAM" TO FOLLOW 
FOREIGN LEAD , . . . ^_ 

T-2 on May 6, 1958., advised that JAMES ALLEN, 
"Secretary. of the Party Program Committee, gave a report 
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to* the CPUSA leaders at CP headquarters that date 
progress his Committee had made in drafting a Party Program. 
During the course tif his report, ALLEN referred to the 12 
Party Declaration and said that it was drawn up in consultation 
with the leading parties in the socialist camp and that it 
sets up safeguards against revisionists . In drawing up a 
program, the CPUSA must give due consideration to the 
experiences of the Socialist w.orld regarding the non- socialist- 
countries. He said that the basic law defined in the 12 • 
Party Declaration adds up to a definition of Socialism as it 
has- developed and progressed in t]ie present day world. He 
then said that this should serve as a basis for the CPUSA ! s 
definition of Socialism. It should be put into American 
terms and adopted^3^£ .^jj 

III, CPUSA POSITION ON CUBAN EVENTS 

on April 7, 1958, advised that ABRAHAM MAGCL 
gave a report on Cuba to the National Executive Committee 
of the CPUSA at its meeting on April 2, 19£8. In his report, 
MAGIL 4 reviewed the history of Cuba and demonstrated that it 
was on$ of tl^e victims of American imperialist policy He 
described the events leading up to the revolution of FIDEL 
CASTRO against the BATISTA Government in the spring of 1958, 
and he described the make-up and program of CASTRO 1 s movement. ■ 
He said the Cuban Commimist Party had sent some documents

1. A letter analyzing the situation in Cuba. 

2. The«iiew Cuban CP program* 

3. A letter asking for aid. 
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■MkGIL said that the Cuban CP was one of the strongest In 
Latin America and. that it still has great influence among 
the workers . He said that the Cuban Party is growing and that 
it had appealed specifically to the American CP for financial 
and political help. The Cuban CP wanted the CPUSA to organize 
protests .and stimulate protests so as to call attention to 
the terror in. Cuba. They wanted the American trade uniiinz 
movement to raise its voice again* the BATISTA GovernmentQ^glwJ 

After some discussion, .-MAGIL summarized his report 
and recommended that the CPUSA engage in independent action 
by carrying out agitation, propaganda , and education within 
the Party on behalf of the Cuban revolutionary movement. 
Also the. Party should stimulate the broader forces in America 
to speak out on this issue and should endeavor to find the 
link between the Cuban 'issue and the Negro people.. He suggested 
that the defunct Latin American bulletin called "Latin 
America Today" be revived in this connection0^

IV. EUGENE DENNIS AND THE INTERNATIONAL SITUATION 

T-2 on April 23, 1958, advised that EUGENE DENNIS, 
during a . meeting of the National Executive Commitee • held 
that date, discussed a speech which had been recently made 
by Marshal TITO of Yugoslavia which was critical of the Soviet 
Union. DENNIS said that the opposition of Yugoslavia to the 
basic conclusions set forth in the 12 Party Declaration presents 
a challenge to the Communist movement. DENNIS said that he 
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had not been &ble fed (seg th§ (entire TITO speech but he 
proposed that as soon && the CPUSA gets some authoritative 
article concerning it, that article should be published in 
"Political Affairs *^^^--(U) 

The informant said on May 20, 1958, that DENNIS, 
at a meeting of the National Executive 'Copimittee held that 
date, said that the Yugoslavs claim that the Soviet Union 
is. following the policy of power politics, He also said' 
that one feature of the Yugoslav party program is its enormous 
one-sided emphasis on the differences of national peculiarities 
influencing the approach to Socialism in various countries. 
The Yugoslav program also denies the universal laws of Socialist 
progress and of the international experiences and lessons 
in the Socialist revolution. He remarked that the Yugoslav 
leadership arrogantly attempts to project the particular 
developments and factionalism of. national rights as the modern 
new ways and means of Socialist transition^^^ |j l 

DENNIS advised that it seemed to him the Yugoslav 
Communists departed basically from the principles of Marxism- 
Leninism on a number of fundamental questions, and that their 
program is in conflict with' and is projected as a challenge 
to the views set forth in the 12 Party Declaration. He also 
said that the Yugoslav program stands in contradiction and 
opposition to the main line of the CPUSA 16th National 
Convent ion £SA fUJ 

"The Worker' 1 pf June 18, 1958, in a feature 
column entitled, "Eyes on the World, 11 said that the CP ! & 
of the world are unanimous in condemnation of the program, 
recently approved by the Yugoslav Communists. Not one 
party had come forth! -with even a conciliatory view toward 
the position set forth in the TITO program. "Expressions 
from the Communist Parties followed' publication of an 
analysis of the Yugoslav program in Kommunist, theoretical 
magazine of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union." 

T-4, on June 28,- l£5&; advised that EUGENE DENNIS, 
in a report on the international situation to the National 
Committee of the CPUSA at its meeting on June 2$, 1958, accused 
Marshal TITO of Yugoslavia of revisionism, of carrying on 
an anti^Soviet campaign, pf unfounded criticism of the Socialist 
countries, and of activity in gener&l that worked to the advantage 
of imperialism. He also- criticized TJTO for intjecSinl-hSm^eM - I- 
into the troubles besetting Poland and Hungary and claimed he 
had ho business there £fe^[U) 
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DENNIS said that IMRE NAGY, former premier of 
Hungary whose execution along with PAL MALETER and two 
newspapermen was announced recently £n Moscow, was executed 
not for his beliefs but for his participation in a foreign 
inspired insurrection, and DENNIS claimed that the Eisenhower 
Administration has given emphasis to the Hungarian events in 
order to divert attention from the Lebanon failure and the • 
summit conference . Regarding the latter, DENNIS accused 
EISENHOWER of using delaying tactics because American 
imperialists fear that such a conference will result in 
reduced, nuclear arms production*)^ jfj 

DENNIS characterized the new government of General 
CHARLES DE GAULLE in France as reactionary and Fascist, and 
he claimed that there is powerful Communist resistance to 
him there . He attributed France ' s problems to the burdens 
that country has had to shoulder due to its membership in 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organization^^ ^ ■ 

DENNIS characterized the United States economic 
situation as catastrophic and as causing American imperialism 
to lose prestige throughout the world. He contrasted the 
current depression in the capitalist world with the increased 
prosperity and production in Socialist countries, citing the 
fact that production has increased eleven percent in the USSR 
and proportionally in People's China fB$-[U) 

DENNIS reviewed recent developments in the movements 
for peace aid banning nuclear tests and he urged that everything 
possible be done to expand activity in these fields. He said 
that they, as Communists, should stimulate Left activity for 
peace, banning the nuclear tests, for civil rights, an anti- 
monopo]y political realignment,-, and promote East-ltest 
negotiations and trade £fi^ ^ 
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informant said that in the ensuing , discussion 
on DENNIS 1 • report , some members Of the National Committee 
differed with DENNlS on his position in regard to the French 
and Hungarian situations and they urged, that the CP take .. 
independent action in regard to these matters and criticize 
the actions of the -Socialist countries if this is felt

T-l on June 29, 1958, furnished substantially 
the' same information, concerning DENNIS 1 report as set out 
above. The informant . added that DENNIS followed the line of 
the Soviet Union in regard to Yugoslavia and Hungary and in'

T-l advised also on June 29, 1958, that during the 
second day's session of the National' Committee meeting on that 
day, SI GERSON moved that the National Committee repudiate 
an editorial on.

The long period of persecution, com- 
pounded by our own errors, and the ravages of two 
years of bitter internal struggle have had, their 
effects » We are much smaller, more isolated. 

. .."The effect of prolonged unemployment 
and hardship can also be to create demoralisation, 
and to render many workers easy prey to big 
business, anti-labor propaganda and the panaceas of 
fascist demagogues and .crackpots. In determining 
the outcome, the role of the Communists ±6 decisive, 
far out of proportion to their numbers. 

"Communists are called on to contribute to 
preparing the trade union movement for battles 
ahead, to putting it into the- fighting trim, to 
reviving the crusading spirit of the 30 r s, Commu-? 
nists must help stimulate mass struggle and rank- 
and-file, activity to impel the labor movement 
forward to fight the depression, to win the 30 hour 
week at the same pay, to organize the South, tp oust 
racketeering and business unionism, to complete the 
unification of the labor movement. Communists must 
work to impel lapor to play its proper role in the 
struggle for peaceful coexistence r and in the fight 
for Negro* rights. And'-they must strive to bring 
about labor ! s fulfillment of its leading role in 
welding a broad peoples 1 anti-monopoly movement. " 
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"For- a Socialist America" 

It is stated that the persistent pursuit 
for answers to the questions of recessions and 
depressions^ aided by the consistent projection of 
Socialist solutions by dommunists, will lead ever 
increasing numbers of thoughtful trade unionists 
to Socialism. 

This document then states: "More and more 
workers will come to the conclusion that what ! s 
rotten in our country is the capitalist system run 
by and for a handful of billionaire businessmen. 

. , . H With typical American common, sense, 
they will one day conclude that there must be 
something to Socialism if it can transform a once 
semi-literate nation like the Soviet Union into 
the scientific and education leader of the world. 

"We Communists, in the course of struggling 
side by side with our union brothers and sisters for 
their urgent needs, will do our^ utmost to speed the 
day when American labor joins its brothers all over 
the world in adopting .Socialism as its goal."

nist understanding, and emerging -as an outstanding 
Negro trade union leader in his" local. 11 Xt is stated 
herein that the perspective on Negro work should be 
centered around three major headings: 

1) The unity of Negro and White workers. 

2) The advancing of Negro leadership and 
representation. 

3) The role of Negro people's organizations. 

PARTY LEADERS COMMENTS 
REGAINING CP STRATEGY

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advised that the substance of the remarks made at 
this conference reflects the thinking and planning

T- 2 advised that one individual spoke- 
on. the role of the Party with relation to the trade 
union, movement » This individual stated that what 
is needed in industry is less theory and more exper- 
ience , He said that, the activities of the Party in 
industry has been such that the Party has proved 
itself not only in discussion and not only by con-=- 
vincihg people by words, but above all by a fpr.ce 
of. example. He pointed out that there are many 
people in industry who are out of the Party, but 
who are not "anti^Party".. He remarked that "they" 
constitute a very sizeable left force and that the 
Party must direct itself to these people^S^C ^ 

Another individual at this conference 
stated that- one of the problems to be met and solved 
is that of the Party member irorking in. his union. 
It was stated that- it would be absurd for such an 
individual to come out publicly and indicate his 
Party affiliation , and that for him to do so would 
completely destroy the work they are now doing.. The 
problem the Party has to face is the formulation of 
ways the Party can function, as an organization in- 
the industrial areas in some sense sepa^ate^ahd 
apart from any of the comrades there .> The thinking 
has been that the districts will have to develop a 
program of servicing such areas from the outside 
through the use of publicly known Communis ts^ScJf jj, 

On May $6, 1958, Tr-32 has advised that- 
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on that date EUGENE DENNIS stated that there is 
presently no Labor Secretary and the liklihood is. 
that no secretary 'will he appointed. DENNIS, indi* 
cated that a. more important problem confronting 
them now is that they have the whole National Trade 
Union Commission with ho coordination on an indus*- 
trial basis -with, the exception of the auto • 
Indus try 

DENNIS indicated, that he was considering 
the. possibility of establishing area commissions 
which would then have the responsibility for the 
activity in the various industries of its area. He 
said that under such a setup , overall coordination

JAMES E* JACKSON. Reports on 
Program to Recapture Leadership 
of Negroes 



T-l advised on May 14, 1958, that on May 9 and 10, 
1958 5 a meeting of the National Executive Committee was held 
at CP national office 

The May 10, 1958 session was opened: with a^report 
by "JAMES E. JACKSON on Negro matters. His purpose was to 
develop a new CP program on Negro affairs, both in theory 
and in practice < The report pointed, out that loss of CP 
members is heaviest among the Negroes and that' CP contact 
with larger Negro -organizations or movements is practically 
non-existent. JACKSON added that, because of these delinquencies 
the present leadership of the CP is under a heavy attack by 
the "'ultra left". He also said that the Negro and Puerto 
Rican members of the. CP furnish most of the support of this 
"ultra left" group. r^^ fU) 

According to the informant, JACKSON went on to say 
that the. CP is determined to recapture the initiative in 
the Negro field where it had once held leadership. Also-, 
his report disposed of the question of self-determination 
for the Negro in the South and the idea of a separate 
Negro republic there . ($Q > rj) ' 

T-2 has advised, on May 10, 1958, that, with •„..;';, 
reference to JACKSON' s report> it Was JACKSON'S desire to 
achieve a meeting of the minds on the approach to the 
development of the theory of the Negro question in the United 
States. JACKSON said, in order to fully treat the .Party's 
position on the Negro question, an entire book would, be needed, 
but that the . following outline would be beneficial : 1 ) theory 
of the Negro question in the United States i 2) the 
. definition of objectives; 3)' the strategy of the Negro 
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people; 4) the tactics of the Negro people; 5) the relation-- 
ship of Negro rights to the general interests of contem- 
porary national and wsrld politics and 6) the CP's^placje 
in the leadership in the cause of the Negro people (pg^ (U) 

JACKSON continued that such an outline would be 
needed for immediate Party work among the Negroes in the 
United States. He admitted that he did not expect to 
accomplish all these objectives %£^ his time, hut that 
these should be the Party's aimsQKQ fg) 

JACKSON went on to say that the Negro question 
in the United States cannot be- divorced from its historical 
origin. Ee added that the main thing in the life as well 
as the history of the Negro people in the United States is the 
integral features and experiences, common history and common 
aspirations of these people. He, said that the solution of 
the. Negro problem is the solution of the working class 
problem #^©^C If] 

JACKSON added that,, if the Negro people is not 
a nation, then he is at a loss as to how to characterize 
their status in the United States. He stated, that the 
fact that the Negro people are concentrated in certain 
areas of the coupatry is of great importance in the 
political struggle and cultural development of the Negro 
people £«3f0] ; 

JACKSON concluded that, in the past,, the Party 
had stressed "the land question' 1 , namely that Negroes 
should secure land for themselves, there.by breaking up 
the land monopolies. He said that this is no longer true 
and that the vast.. majority of the Negroes, are no longer 
attached to the land. He gtatQd that the problem must 
now be worked out in terms of the struggle against "industrial 
monopoly", as 4es^ than 5,000., 000 Negroes have any connection 
with the land ill) 

"Worker" Editorial Calls 
for Action against Those 
Who Discriminate against Negrpes 

"The Worker" of April 27, 1958, page 3, column 4, 
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contained an editorial captioned: "At the Top Of The Agenda". 

This editorial, referring to fires and fire hazards 
in the City of New York, stated that official attention 
to these problems has waned. It accused municipal authori- 
ties of "shunting" the Negro citizens into "ghettos" where 
such things are widespread. 

The editorial went on to state that efforts are 
being made in this country to divide the Negro from the 
white workers in labor unions and to undo whatever gains 
resulted from the Supreme Court decisions relative to 
desegregation. 

The editorial anded. with the following paragraph: 
"Clearly, the time calls for a resurgent and mightier 
counter-attack upon those who would fling back the advance 
of the Negroes in America since the New Deal days." 

Support for all Negro 
Candidates Urged at CP* Eastern 
Regional Conference, May 17, 1958 

On May 21, 1958; T.-26 advised, that the CP Eastern 
Seaboard Conference was held on. May 17 and. 18 , 1958, and • 
ARNOLD JOHNSON, gave a' report- on the organizational 
perspectives of Party work, stressing the necessity of

The article reads in part as follows: 

"We stand on the threshold of a socialist 
world. Two Soviet sputniks have dramatised better 
than anything the main feature of ou£' time : the 
transition from explosive Capitalism to socialism. 
This is the first socialist century.. 

"Capitalism exists today as a sick and 
dying system. Imperialism has lost its world domination, 
and everywhere the sun is setting on the great' empires.,..-*" 
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"The only medicine which Capitalism 
pre scribe s for itself is increased military productions 
aad war-. The inherently ^g?essive nature, of imperalism 
makes war an omnipresent danger* With every new military 
conflict* the imperialist crisis deepens* yet the- system 
elings to its would-be cure with the tenacity of a 
drowning man grasping a straw.,. . . . " 

"Peace, then* is the most important., most 
immediate, most universal goal which we seek. In 
this struggle, we recognize the Soviet Union, because 
of its position as the leader of the Socialist camp* 
as the foremost force for peacei 

"The Capitalist class of the United States 
is the chjaf of international monopoly capital and 
the arsenal of world imperialism. This class is, 
in reality,, the only independent capitalist class in 
the world, extending its territory from Formosa, 
tiafeough the. Sforstern hemisphere to the dollar-curtain 
artificially splitting Europe. Without United States 
Capital, the rest of the imperialist world would he 

as helpless as a legless, man deprived of his crutches.,.,."

u An important factor in the relative 
success of the bourgeoisie has been the unparalleled 
internal crisis in the Left-wing. Movement and especially 
in the Communist Party of the United States , Prosperity 
illusions have paved the xvay for bourgeois &de.ology and 
the right opportunist forces have had a field day....." 
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"If the pain immediate goal is peace, if 
peace can only be achieved through coexistence with 
the SocSXist- countries ,. if the major obstacle to 
peace is imperialism and its big, anti-Soviet lle,- 
and if the major straight- jacket on American Youth 
i§ the confusion of bourgeois , ideology combined with 
the pressures of Capitalist conformity, then the 
nature of the necessary directing force becomes obvious. 
We want a broad,, liberal, representative, youth 
movement in this country* yes-, but we must have- a 
vanguard force- based oh Marxism - Leninist principles 
to present the Socialist position* to dispel the ) 
bourgeois illusions-, and to correctly, influence the 
American youth movement. 

"Me agree with Lenin's statement that 'there 
is no revolutionary practice without revolutionary 
theory.' We have based our evaluation of the current 
scene on certain Marxist - Leninist principles, 
principles without which it is impossible to correctly 
evaluate all the complexities of our times.. We 
feel it is imperative to enumerate the fundamental 
principles upon which such a youth group as discussed 
above must be based-. 

"The science of Marxism - Leninism derives 
from three fundamental, sources-: 

"A. Dialectical and Historical Materialism: 
the origin °? thought is in the objective 
conditions of nature, and the origin of all. • 
social thought- is in the objective economic 
conditions - specifically production relations...." 

"B. The Labor Theory of Value and the 
Theory pf Surplus Value:' the value of every 
product is . determined by the socially necessary 
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"labor time spent on its product io 
Surplus value is that value created by 
the worker but expropriated by the Capitalist,.-. 

"C. The Class Struggle : the Capitalist 
system creates the' working 'class and* in so 
doing*, plants the seeds of its own destruction. 

"These points , Lenin extended to the 
recognition of imperialism as the last and dying stage, 
of Capitalism; the role of the Communist Party as 
the essential vanguard of the working class ; 
organizational principles for that party; and he 
•reaffirmed the absolute necessity for proletarian 
internationalism and the dictatorship of the proletariat, 
both logical extensions of the class struggle . 

"From this regrettably sketchy base, are 
enumerated the following principles as absolutely . 
essential to any Marxist V Leninist Youth Organization 
today : 

''l. Socialist perspective and Communist 
Goal: only in ,a Communist society, of 
which socialism: is the first stage of 
development, can the individual achieve 
full, economic^ cultural > intellectual and 
■social independence. 

"2.. The Glass Struggle: this must 
be seen as the agent ,of historical progress 
and inevitable until the elimination of 
Capitalism.., 

"a. The working class is the revolutionary- 
class 1 ,, it is unconquerable, it is our class, 
without which we are nothing * 
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"b. Revolutionary perspective - it is 
necessary to change the control of the means 
of production, not simply to reform the 
superstructure .. " 

"c. Dictatorship of the proletariat - 
this will he necessary to consolidate, the 
victory over the boupgepisie

"d. We desire a peaceful transition 
to socialism, but we 'recognize that this 
will be conditional upon the peaceful 
yielding of the ruling class to the will 
of the majority. Violence has never been 
introduced by the working class, it has 
always been perpetrated by the bourgeoisie 
in a desperate effort to block the will of 
the majority of the people. 

"3. proletarian internationalism- - 
the class struggle 'is not fundamentally 
different because of a, national borderline.. 

"a. Support for the, Soviet Union 
and all socialist states is essential. 

"b. We realize the need for 
solidarity with the nationalist .and 
independence movements in Asia, Africa and 
especially Latin America. 

"c. It is necessary that fraternal 
relations exist between the working classes 
of all countries* and between the Communist 
parties of these nations. 

!l d. Constructive Criticism, with the 
above mentioned allies is an important part 
of proletarian internationalism. 
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u e f We recognize .distinct national 
characteristics which must create* programmatic al 
differences among the various socialist 
pibveraeats , 

n f.. We reject as. opportunist any 
national exceptionalism - the .class struggle 
is fundamentally the s$me> the imperialist

"4. The Vanguard Role of the Communist 
Party - the wor&ing class cannot carry on a- 
successful class - conscious struggle without 
the- leadership of the Communist party.

"Not only are we dedicated to achieving

to the struggle against mass cultural corruption; we are 
dedicated against phiiistinism in art and thought among 
artists and thinkers, among intellectuals who consider 
themselves untainted- by the general corruption in 
culture reserved for the 'people'. 

"The fatal split between what the artist 
does, writes, and paints, and What he really thinks,, 
dreams of, and hopes for, is the split in the human 
personality we can never reconcile ourselves to and 
against which we shall -never cease to protest. 

"According to the laws of Capitalism,, the 
most fully realized human beings are the Rockefellers* 
for they own art and artists by the carload* and 
dictate the /taste of the times. ,But the serfdom 
to' which artists have been reduced by such auspices,: 
and the dreadful perversion of the human senses that

Capitalism, which turns all objects of the spirit 
into things that can be owned* has brought about* is 
reason enough for every artist in whom a spark of 
independence still exists* to revolt against his state. 

"X do not mean to minimize work in the 
economic organizations of cultural workers. That 
work is and remains extremely important* and it 
-would be just as fatal to ignore or forget it-. But 
such work can never automatically take the place of 
a struggle where it counts*: in the arena of ideas. 
A writer who writes a pro -war. script in the day-time 
and "then vote 9 in his guild for better pay for such, 
scripts — is not cancelling out one bad deed by a 
good one* 

n ¥e can never surrender the struggle for 
the freedom of the artist* We cannot afford to let our 
whole lives be taken up by rendering to Caesar what ■ 
is Caesar's in the hope that there is something left 
to give to God . We must always struggle against the 
terrible trap into which American cultural workers 
have been driven; and that struggle, if we put our 
hearts and souls into it* will inevitably bring to 
our side the best and sihcerest artists, in this country. 
We must support at all times every instance -where art 
becomes human; but above all we ourselves must create 
examples of such art. 

"It is not uhusual for artists to take 
sides. On the contrary, it is historically unusual 
for them to stand aside when the people's rights are 
threatened.. And today they are gravely,' even, 
catastrophically* threatened. 

"Finally* to come to- the question of program 
itself. This will be a longtime job; it must be carefully 
worked at* with fuli participation pf everyone* It must 
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"involve non-party people, who must be asked to sit 
down with us and mutually consider the problems 
facing us. We must approach all nonparty and ex-^ 
Party people in a spirit of true comradeship,, in which 
we have no hidden irons in the fjlre; no aims not 
visible to the "naked eye; in which we convince them 
that our hearts and souls are at the service of the 
people,^ our people, here in America, and we have no 
masters oth. r than they. To serve them best is the 
best way to serve the interests of the peoples every- 
where. Our special position in American life gives 
•us the great privilege.- of speaking the truth. 

"Each plUb meeting should occupy itself 
with a discussion of Program. It should begin to 
have discussions with people in the fields' they represent* 
and to gather a clear, factual report and record of 
what exists; our comrades should make themselves 
authorities on the actual problems that cultural 
-workers are actually concerned with at this moment 
and for the tomorrows to come. Every club should* 
ideally, be an authority -- a clearing house and • 
educational center r-* for the ideas that concern the 
field it represents. Theater clubs should know every 
aspect of theater ; each member should master theory' 
and fact, and become in actual fact an ideological 
leader in the field, • 

"Every club should act as if it were in a 
■responsible relationship to its. cultural field, ho 
matter ' what the actual state of affairs at this moment 
might be. Every club meeting should have the character 
of moving in a fors&mdd direction; of achieving greater 
mastery of its subject; of turning its members into 
leaders better and better equipped in actual fact to 
give leadership,, 
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"But basic to any program is unity of 
thought i Agreement, coupled with the- will to carry 
agreement out,, that is the way in which we have 
succeeded in the past and will again in the future (0) 

"I can end in no better way than to 
reproduce for myself and all of us the statement of 
one of the great men of our era — his prologue to 
life. On his 90th birthday, W.E.B* Du Bois said(^Jfl) 

"'Socialism progresses and will progress. 
All we can do is to silence and jail its 
promoters. I believe in Socialism. I 
seek a world where the ideals of .Communism 
will triumph ^ to each according to his 
need; from each according to his ability. 
For this I will, work as, long as I live .

that they were individualists instead of collectivistg... 
KLING stated that this ±nberview with KHRUSHCHEV had other 
anti-Semitic overtones JP2& (U) 

KLING, according, to T-13, stated that an editorial 
concerning- this interview with 'KRUSHCHEV appeared in the 
"MPrning Preiheit" and that it has. caused an explosion in 
the Jewish Communist ranks* on a national sqale. KLING 
stated: that some of the Jewish Cpmmunijst P^rfcy members 
are talking a^bout signing a petition or passing a resolution 
condemning KHRUSHCHEV for anti-Semitism ^ ..p 
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T~2 advised that on May 8, 1958, a meeting of the 
New York State CP staff wa,s held on that date at CP 
headquarters . A portion of this meeting was devoted to 
a discussion of the Jewish Question and WILLIAM ALBERTSON> 

BENJAMIN J* DAVIS-, Jr., WILLIAM WEINSTONE and ALLEN LAWS 
attended the meeting. Tr-2 stated that at this meeting 
WEINSTONE stated that the bourgeoisie recognizes the 
importance of the Jewish question and has been conducting 
an intensified campaign against the 'Soviet Union in order 
to overcome the advantages which the- Soviet Union has 
attained in the struggle for peace, the summit Conference 
and the H-bomb ban. "W3INST0NE stated that within the ranks 
of the party and around the "Morning Freiheit", edited by 
MORRIS SCHAPE^S, there is developing a v$ry definite attitude

WEINSTONE, according td T-2> atated that there 
are three differences, one close to the Party within the 
Jewish Commission, one in the extreme right , and one taking 
the middle position. WEINSTONE cautioned that this matter must 
be approached ,with great c " skill and Understanding. WEINSTONE 
stated that.^1 'recent meeting of the- Jewish Commission, a 
comrade on "the administrative committee of the "Morning 
Freiheit" spoke with great concern about a tendency prevalent 
in the "Ereiheit" of turning the "Freiheit" into a spear- 
head of attack against the Soviet Union. WEINSTONE asserted 
that the Party is confronted with a grave problem and that 
the National Committee has set up a Committee to hold 
sessions on the Jewish question, and that these discussions 
will involve the State Board, the Party leaders, and the 
industrial workers.

According to the article, MARITAIN hopes for the 
gradual prevalence of the Christian ideal to bring about 
the -changes required by social justice, The article also 
points out that MARITAIN maintains that slavery, Once universal* 
is no longer "justified and that the. reason for this is solely 
the will of God . 

The article continues that,, when MARX showed the 
evolving concepts of justice were historically conditioned, 
MARITAIN said that was tantamount to denying men the right 
to seek justice* The article concludes by stating that, 
because scientists have mastered the laws of aerodynamics* 
it does not follow that they have forbidden the human race 
to speak of flying. 

In the same issue of "Mainstream", on page 33, 
there- begins an article entitled, "The Origin of Life* 
written by J. D. BERNAL. The article states that the twin 
questions of the origin of life and the origin of species were 
supposedly answered by the Book of Genesis in its narration 
of creation by divine command..
